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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant representative, Mr. Munyon, is not convinced that the 
combination of Kouznetsov and Chess reference satisfies the instant application's limitations such as "weighing", "first 
score", and "second score". Examiner respectfully disagress and points out that Chess does disclose weighing the 
code under investigation (i.e., checking file against the database 210 of known non-malicious files and the database 
220 of malicious code description) to determine whether a file is clean (i.e., first score) or malicious (i.e., second score)
